Hie idea of the South Arabian Fed era - 
lion was to ensure the continual protec¬ 
tion of British capital invested in the 
Middle East. A stable neo-colonialist 
Government is needed to ensure this. 
Although oil is not extracted from the 
territory, the Federal Government is an 
attempt to ensure a “friendly 1 regime in 
the area and to try to prevent any 
“unfriendly* government from getting 
power or achieving excessive influence in 
the policies of the neighbouring oil 
producing states. 

Middle East oil may not be as vital 
now as it was to the British economy 
Nevertheless, the area does contain 
60% of the world’s known oil deposits. 
What is more important is that produc¬ 
tion costs are very low. about one eighth 
of the costs of American oil. It is not 
so much the suppliers, as such, who are 
in danger, for whoever is in power in 
the states still has to sell the oil, hut 
the excessive profits made by the partly 
state-owned monopoly oil companies of 
the West are at stake. 

The contradiction is, will the Labour 
Government's plan ensure the continua¬ 
tion of the profit flow? Even the 
Financial Times thinks this policy is 
misguided and that the * reversal of 
Britain’s traditional policy in the decision 
to grant independence before free 
elections are held’ is the most worrying 
aspect of Mr. Brownes announcement. 
They think the policy will not work, even 
for capitalist interests, and that the ban 
on the activities of the nationalists should 
be lifted as a first step in diverting power 
away from the Federal Government and 
the forming of a more representative 
governing body. 

Meanwhile, the Labour Government's 
policy will only ensure more bloodshed 
and an increasing loss of life, Brilish 
troops should he withdrawn now and all 
military aid to the Federal Government 
cancelled. The people of the Aden 
territories should be allowed to decide 
their own future for themselves. How¬ 
ever, this is not the real solution, for 
whatever government takes over after 
the withdrawal of the British, the future 
of the people will he dominated by 
increasing unemployment and ensuing 
hardship. What is needed is a revolution, 
not only m the Aden territories, hut 
throughout the Arab States, lo ensure 
that the wealth from the nd monopolies, 
at present held by u small minority, is 
used for the benefit of the whole 
population 
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rTHB RECENT TRIAL of two 
members of the Rolling Stones, 
n successful group of pop musicians, 
raises many problems for anarchists. 

This is the bare oul-ltne oF the 
case. 

On February 5, the News of the 
World began a scries on Top stars 
and drugs’, Mick Jaggcr (of the 
Rolling Stones) on the Monday 
served a writ on the newspaper for 
alleged libel. 

The whole of the following week 
members and friends of the Rolling 
Stones were followed by private 
detectives, Keith Richard (of the 
Rolling Slones) held a party the 
following weekend at his home in 
West Sussex. Amongst his guests 
were two financiers' sons, a Chelsea 
layabout, Marianne Faithfull (the 
singer), and other members of the 
pop world plus a Moroccan servant. 

There was also a David Sncider- 
man present. The defence at the 
trial said that he was ‘planted' by 
the News of the World. This was 
denied by the newspaper which 
called it a 'monstrous suggestion’. 
Nevertheless they admit to 'shop¬ 
ping’ the Rolling Stones: this was 
their public duty. 

The trial was held at Chichester 

Quarter Sessions with Judge Block 
presiding. Keith Richard was 
sentenced to one year’s imprison¬ 
ment for permitting his home to be 
used for ihe smoking of cannabis 
resin, Mick Jagger was sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment for 
possessing four tablets of benzedrine, 
and Robert Hugh Fraser (one of 
the guests, an art dealer and son of 
Lionel Fraser, the banker) was sen¬ 
tenced to six months imprisonment 
for being in possession of 24 tablets 
of heroin. 

This was a sensational trial. 
There was a woman present 
(Marianne Faithfull) who was in 
the nude! naked!—with only a 
bath towel to cover her lovely body! 
Nevertheless she had to be taken 
upstairs to be searched! (A glance 
would not suffice — or were they 
re-enacting the famous passage from 
Cqndide?). 

There w^fhe description by the 
police of die effect of hashish which 
they thought was easily observable: 
people who smoke look happy. Then 
there was Ihe smell: it was similar 
to burning hay. 

In other words the whole thing 
was a farce. 

Public indignation was immense 
and instantaneous and it is not 
abated by the bailing of the two 
Rolling Stones at £7,000 each, pend¬ 
ing an appeal. There is no bail for 
Fraser. 

Fraser has been in prison since 


Should we 
Defend the 
Stones? 


June 30 (dale of trial not in report). 

Spontaneous demonstrations were 
held at the weekend in Piccadilly 
Circus and in Bouverie Street where 
the News of the World prints (FLE 
3030). 

Police were amazed by the sudden 
crowds of young people who emptied 
out of the jazz-clubs (UFO. Tiles 
and The Marquee) at midnight and 
made their way to Fleet Street, As 
usual many anarchists Were present. 

Telegrams of protest were sent to 
Roy Jenkins, The Who (another 
pop group) bought advertising space 
in the Evening Standard which 
said: SPECIAL ANNOUNCE¬ 

MENT. The Who consider Mick 
J agger and Keith Richard have been 
treated as scapegoats for the drug 
problem/ They also announced 
that they are issuing J agger/Richard 
songs until they are free to record 
themselves. 

In other words public indignation 
is immense. This is of course a 
step in the right direction. It is 
good that the public's eye is opened 
to the judicial system* the role of the 
police and the double-standards of 
papers like the News of the World. 
Our instantaneous reaction was 
exactly the same as those young 
people's who protested against the 
sentences. 

But before we lose our sense of 
proportion, we must discuss my 
opening question. Are we to 
defend the rights of millionaires, of 
financiers to live as they please. 
Moroccan servants and all? 

Are we to defend their pop cul¬ 
ture, their beautiful life, their 
intellectual freedom? 

We must admit that in a world 
of capitalist money-grubbing and 
property-owning we do not begrudge 
a Chaplin his wealth—the Jaggers 
are lovely people, rather them than 
the putrid Monkees (another pop 


group) or Cliff Richard (puke). 

But it is not music like Miles 
Davies's. Perhaps we sympathise 
with the Jaggers because we feel 
that they would fit in an anarchist 
society with or without money, 

! don’t know. But would you 
join me in a march for the release of 
Fraser, a financier's son with a 
Moroccan servant, who is neverthe¬ 
less a 'libertarian 1 ? Many people 
think that heroin is ‘different 1 so 
this may confuse the issue. 

I agree with the 'Who 1 that the 
Rolling Stones are used as a scape¬ 
goat for the drug problem by the 
Government which is acting out of 
‘moral' considerations relying on 
ihe Brain Committee's recommenda¬ 
tions which, if implemented, will 
cause chaos, ill - treatment and 
tragedy on an unimaginable scale. 
The treatment centres that they are 
proposing need staff — where will 
they get" them? As Hugo Young 
said in the Sunday Times: 

'They will clearly need to be run 
by a large team of highly qualified 
experts. " But no extra money is 
given and no social worker knows 
where the specialists are to be found, 
fn fact, perhaps the most qualified 
collection of experts is the handful 
of unorthodox GPs which the Bill 
seeks to run out of business/ 

Before it is too laic, everybody 
concerned must read and discuss the 
criticism of the Brain Report (written 
by one of the unorthodox GPs) that 
appeared in Anarchy (No. 60). 

We must join the immediate 
struggle but we must not abandon a 
sense of proportion. 

We must wish all the defendants 
well in this particular fight without 
withdrawing a single criticism that 
we must make. They may join us 
at the barricades from time to time 
— whenever they do, they are 
welcome!

If is not only that these 
worthy bodies (the USS and the NCCL) 
are part of that stage army of the good 
who devotedly tramp on to Ihe scene lo 
protest about religious persecution in

Andorra or detention of Lichtenstein 
subjects at Heathrow, but one feels they 
are not even playing their part rightly. 

The National Secular Society has one 
phrase in its hand-out about censorship 
which highlights the contradiction. The 
Society (The NSS) is active in the cam¬ 
paigns for , . . freedom from unjustified 
censorship" (my italics). The resolutions 
which failed Lo get through at the 
National Council for Civil Liberties were 
those about Stuart Christie, drug-taking 
and the closed shop in trade unions. 
Playwrights have welcomed the news that 
a Royal Commission has suggested that 
the Lord Chamberlain should no longer 
have the power to censor plays: it should 
he left lo the police! John Odder (who 
spoke at the NS& meeting) has been 
criticized by some (in FkHEDOM too) 
for exercising a capitalistic ‘censorship 
m respect of American works for which 
he owns the Bn'iish copyright, We cm 
see here the self-styled defenders of 
liberty hedging, choosing (heir areas of 
liberty, settling for the lesser evil and 
denying liberty itself in some particular 
spheres 

We know, of course, that these people 
are not anarchists so one is not surprised 
when they do not carry many of their 
excellent ideas to their logical conclusion 
hut one is surprised ivhen one finds a 
reactionary idea in the midst of all the 
highlitwn rhetoric about freedom, 

For example, NSS conference speakers 
endorsed laws against sedition, libel and 
the corruption of minors. One NSS 
speaker also bad a good word to say for 
legislation against horror comics but he 


confessed himself disappointed in the 
operation of the Race Relations Act. 
Approval was also expressed for the 
Public Order Act This all ignores the 
obvious fact that hardly any act of 
Parliament of this nature h used for the 
purpose which the well-meaning and 
right*thinking progressives intended it. 
The reference by the NSS to 'unjusti¬ 
fiable' (and the Free Art Legal Fund to 
“irresponsible’) censorship, begs the 
question. In his own eyes the censor is 
highly justifiable and thoroughly 
responsible. Much censorship is, in fact, 
to protect us against sedition and libel 
and our dear young ones against 
corruption. 

The NCCL had its reservations about 
Stuart Christie partly because they were 
a luiiiomd not an internaliouul organiza¬ 
tion, On drug-takers and non-trade- 
unionists they were definitely lukewarm 
and there was at least one speech asking 
for limitations on immigration owing to 
rising unemployment. 

The theatre managements who (like 
the publishers), are the ultimate censor, 
think the abolition of the Lord Chamber¬ 
lain's office will mean trouble because 
they are quite liable to rehearse and 
mount a production and then find the 
police close it down after the first night, 
ITie censorship exercised by theatrical 
management will be more severe since 
they won t want to risk their capital on 
new- risky productions. 

John Gilder at the NSS meeting 
betrayed a little confusion in saying 
that we live in a frivolous society but 
the Victorians were right to put some 
restraints upon their nature, for example, 
social legislation’. Unfortunately, he 
cannot help being a capitalist and hi* 
protestations for civil liberty do not

and intellectual values of those who write 
out the cheques for most of the rubbish 
that is daily hawked in the chromium 
mile of Bond Street, it is a secondhand 
art that owes less to the mimed performer 
than to the anonymous craftsman who, 
in true Carnaby Street style, turned the 
debris and trivia of another society into 
the worthless Grails for a middle class 
who profess to despise the values of 
the past, do not understand the present, 
and fear the future, 

One has a right to fed bitter when 
viewing the screen prints that bear 
Eduardo Paolozzi’s name, Paolozzi's 
sole claim for signing these excellent 
screen prints rests on the shallow claim 
that in the beginning he assembled the 
collages from which the craftsman 
worked. Taken as collages they would 
hardly stir an eyebrow in any small-time 
amateur exhibition, for they are but a 
neat and prissy lay-out of cuttings from 
comics and mass circulatita magazines. 

In the highly-priced and commercially 
printed catalogue, Paolozzi may try to 
pull a Colin Wilson by grabbing at the 
shirt tails of the illustrious dead of 
Wittgenstein and company and he may 
inform the limited readership of the 
catalogue that the urt is t is now moving 
into the role of producer, but l will 
hold that when people buy one of these 
screen prints they will, at that future 
date, buy it in the honest belief that 
it is a screen print run off by Eduardo 
Paolozzi- and to justify their belief is 
the simple fact that each screen carries 
Paolozzi’s signature when in actual fact, 
so the Gal lew informs me, each screen 
print was the work of an unknown 
workman using Paolozzi’s slight collages 
as a basis for his work. If any name 
should be on these prints it is the name 
of the workman who made the prints, 
but if that had been so, then the 
economic value of these prints would 
he but a fraction of the prices that they 
now sell for. for the value of this 
well-produced trivia lies in the 
unfortunate use of Paolozzi’s name. 

Across the road at the Piccadilly 
Gallery at Iba Cork Street, W.l, are a 
collection of prints from the hands of 
Lew in Bassingthwaighte and here we 
have a true marriage of artist and 
workman in the harsh and sour beauty 
of these works, and 1 would hold that 
it do Mr. Paolozzi and the si till of

they differ is that the comic postcard is 
cheap, small and sexually honest, while 
Jones's paintings are large, highly priced* 
sexually sour and, like Paolozzi's 
collages* the excuse for a farrago of 
tinkle toe technological crap and mind¬ 
less philosophical high talk, while the 
basic third rate ness of the original work 
is deliberately ignored. Take them as 
high-priced Bond Street comic postcards 
and the matter is at an end but quote 
me Wittgenstein and the uses of 
cybernetics once more and they earn 
their lumpen proletarian raspberry. 

At a time when so many people are 
under attack by the State* one would have 


held that the natural fratricidal attitude 
that we all love to indulge in should, if 
not for mercy’s *akc, then for sheer 
survival's sake* be allowed to lit 
dormant for a brief while. By all 
means let us hate each other publicly 
and loudly, but when any man or group 
is forced by the State to stand in the 
public dock to defend those principles 
that we love to discuss, then for pity’t 
sake let us put away our long knives and 
form a united front for we can ahrayi 
brawl after the inquest.

npO PROTEST AGAINST American 
policy in Vietnam and the British 
Government's support for this policy* an 
Angry Arts week was held in I ondon at 
the Round House. This was organised 
in a matter of weeks by an admirably 
active group of American residents in 
London. Although their aim is too 
limited from an anarchist point of view* 
(heir methods of organisation are 
libertarian. 

These American boys and girls have 
an amazing drive* ability to co-operate 
and self-reliance. Within days they have 
transformed Arnold Wesker’s pig-sty into 
a reasonably clean place, they wired up 
the place* brightened it with paint, built 
a stage and attended to the many details 
of organisation that such a vast enter¬ 
prise involved. Here was anarchist action 
put into action—and none of them is 
an anarchist! They all chipped in and 
had a lot to lose—Wesker’s cut was 
£750 (!) and the advertising bill was also 
crippling. But by Friday they broke even 


and now they have the money to con¬ 
tinue their campaign and to establish a 
permanent office. 

It was a week of many artistic delights. 
I was most moved by Dcnnie Ab$e*s 
poem about the birth of a child, (A 
pit>’ wc never print poems—this would 
be a must!) Also memorable was George 
Melly’s own protest, a limited one but 
heartfelt, about the sentencing to prison 
of the Rolling Stones. 

Peter Watkins made a very disturbing 
speech about intellectuals' unconcern for 
the real problems and predicted a 
nuclear war within the next 15 years. He 
looked ill and isolated. 

James Cameron showed his film 
Eye Witness in Vietnam and talked 
about the abrupt orders he received at 
six in the morning to leave N. Vietnam 
when the night before he was sump¬ 
tuously entertained by Pham Van Dong* 
the N, Vietnam Premier and Ho Chi 
Minh, Docs this mean they are not 
the real rulers?

N SATURDAY, JUNE 17 we decided 
to stage a repeat of the bo-in held 
on June 3, with two ideas in mind-

children. Banners and placards were set 
up* sweets, biscuits. Oxfam and Vietnam 
leaflets were distributed, copies of 
FrheDOM sold. The children enjoyed 
themselves* and we discussed with their 
parents and passers-by, A policeman 
went into a nearby shop but did not 
address us. 

However* a bit later, four more of 
the same appeared, together with a 
‘request* to move on-—there had been 
complaints, there was an illegal gathering. 


They would not say w ho had complained* 
and muttered about the desirability of a 
few arrests; they were told that no one 
was in charge. On being told that we 
needed permission from the Chief Inspec¬ 
tor, we said we would go and get the 
permission right away: but came back 
the reply* the Chief Inspector would 
not see anyone, and anyway permission 
should be applied for in writing. 

When they told one of the kids to go 
and blow his bubbles elsewhere, we 
asked whether this was illegal, and some 
went down to the police station to 
enquire; the man behind the counter said 
it was nothing to do with him. The 
rest sang a mixture of ‘Bandera Rosa' 
and ‘Yellow Submarine*, and offered 
sweets and biscuits to the police; they 
refused the food and didn't Join in the 
singing.

Wc were deeply shocked and upset at 
the sentence, although as anarchists we 
should have expected it.

Messages of solidarity would also be 
welcome.

and in all safety under the wing of the 
totalitarian dictatorship, along with his 
wife and children, amongst them the 
chief of the Castro-communist guerillas 
in Venezuela, known under the nom dc 
guerre of Maximo Canalas. 

We say 'one less' because his defection 
leaves a gap in our ranks, and ‘one more' 
because he fills a gap in those of our 
sworn enemies, the communists who, 
whatever present day confusion-mongers 
may say, are our mortal enemies, as they 
showed in Moscow, the Ukraine. Kron¬ 
stadt and Spain* to satiety. 

But this affair induces more concrete 
and bitter reflections for wc militants 
of the Cuban Libertarian Movement in 
Exile. 

Since wc left Cuba some years ago we 
have been crying in the desert for the 
international libertarian movement to 
start an intensive liberation campaign 
for those comrades who* over there in 
Cuba* are serving long and barbarous 
sentences of penal servitude for the 
crime of having remained faithful to 
their principles, rdjfeing to co-operate 
with the Castrcvctfmmunist totalitarian 
regime. 

Nevertheless* despite the insistence and 
perseverance we have put into this theme, 
apart from a few exceptions it has not 
aroused even the faintest echo in the 
libertarian press of the majority of 
countries, and even less in Spanish 
groups and organizations 

But when the Venezuelan authorities 
detained del Rio's family, and deprived 
them of Venezuelan citizenship and 
ordered their deportation* on the grounds 
of Castro-communist subversive activi¬ 
ties. these same papers, which did nothing 
for the Cuban libertarian comrades. 


returned to France to complete a 
sentence for evading military service. 
Whilst not approving of many of Jean- 
Pierre's opinions and actions, one can 
but wish him the best possible luck 
under the circumstances. . . .

It was emphasised by a 
spokesman that it was not intended to 
use the guns for any other purpose* such 
as crowd control The Government 
intend to give the police powers to 
search without warrant anyone they 
suspect of unlawfully possessing drugs. 
Lord Stoncham, Under-Sccrctary at the 
Home Office, said he hoped an 
amendment to the Dangerous Drugs 
Bill to this effect would have full 
support. 'Wc mean to stop the pushers 
and pedlars of drugs by all means in 
our power, and we look confidently for 
support in the measures which we will 
introduce to do this/ . . .

A Stand Made 
Too Late! 


THE TWO MAIN issues involved 
in the sLrikc by rail way men a l 
ihc Stratford International terminal 
are the safeguarding of jobs and 
prevention of further encroachment 
bv private companies into a 
nationalised industry. 

The introduction of the freight- 
liner trains and the new terminals 
is part of the organisational changes 
tha t have taken place in the 
industry during the last five years. 
In this period, railwayman's jobs 
have been cut by nearly a third, and 
freight depots from over 5,000 to 
less than 1,500. Railwaymen have 
accepted the ratkmalisation of their 
industry, with their union, the 
National Union of Railwaymen, 
giving in all the way. Last March, 
the NUR* after three years of nego¬ 
tiation. agreed that private hauliers 
could come into the terminals. Tt 
is only now, at this late stage, that 
a stand is being made on who should 
do the loading and unloading. 

The Railways Board claims that 
the efficiency of the freight-liner 
terminals depends upon the private 
hauliers bringing in and handling 
the goods themselves. They also 
claim, erroneously, that because of 
the strike, business is being lost 
forever to road hauliers and so 
jeopardising the jobs of the railway- 
men. This rubbish has also been 
repeated by Mrs. Barbara Castle,

THE FACTS 

If one looks al the facts, it is 
obvious that the statements of both 
the Railways Board and the Minister 
were only made irt order to frighten 
i he rail way men into giving up their 
struggle. The facts are that the 
railways, by using freight-liner con¬ 
tainers, can move goods quicker and 
cheaper by rail than by road. The 
British Transport Docks Board con¬ 
firms litis in its report, * British Rail 
cun undercut road transport by as 
much as 75 V- on distances over 100 
miles using its new container freight- 
liner trains. Once the railways have 
straightened out their labour prob¬ 
lems these new services should start 
a major shift from road to rail. 
British Rail should also wipe the 
floor with nearly all roll-on roll-off 
ferry competition when it starts its 
new all container services between 
Felixstowe and the Continent next 
year,' 

What both the Tory and the 
Labour Governments have done is to 
invest public money in the moderni¬ 
sation of the railways, but many of 
the facilities and benefits that result 
from this are being turned over to 
private companies to reap the benefit 
of higher profits. Back in 1953, the 
same Mrs. Barbara Castle attacked 
the Tories for giving back road 
transport to private enterprise. Now 
she is doing the same with the 
railways. As Ted Bower, a NUR 
branch official at Stratford, said: 
"Railwaymen can’t win. They face 
massive redundancy in the declining 
sectors, but neither do they gel the 
jobs in the new developing sectors.' 

We have often pointed out in 
Freedom the role of the State in 
the system of ‘mixed economy'. 
Under this system, industries arc 
not rationalised to serve the com¬ 
munity and to be run by the workers 
in that industry. They are 
nationalised to serve the interests of 
the capitalist system as a whole. 
Capitalism needs the container 
transporters to move its goods 
quickly and cheaply and it also 
wants the profits from handling them 
at the terminals. 

A PRINCIPLED STAND 
While I carry no brief for 
nationalisation as such, I do think

that Ihc railwaymcn’s struggle is a 
just and principled stand Why 
should they be transferred h round 
as each depot has been dosed, only 
to be faced with possible redundancy 
at this new terminal? Why shouldn't 
the Railways Board employ these 
men to load and unload 'at the 
terminals? IF the Board gets its 
way, union organisation will he 
broken up and the nationally agreed 
conditions and rights of negotiation 
will be taken away. With private 
companies at the terminals, workers* 
interests could be divided. 

The NUR executive should never 
have given way to ihc private 
hauliers entering the terminals. The 
rank and file members must now 
prevent any further encroachment. 
They have shown* by the support 
given at other depots, that they 
stand full square behind the Strat¬ 
ford men. This solidarity through¬ 
out the London area not only took 
the Railways Board by surprise, hut 
also the NUR leadership. The latter 
rubber-stamped the action of the 
nten as official, m order to control 
it, but NUR branches are demand¬ 
ing that the strike should be 
extended nationally. 

I think this would defeat the 
Government and the Railways 
Board and would win the demands 
of the railwaymen. Whether or 
not this extension lakes place will 
be decided at the week’s NUR 
conference. Judging from past 
experience, the NUR leadership 
will have to be pushed very hard 
before it will call a national strike. 
Rank and file railwaymen in 
London depots were quick to spread 
the strike and it might be necessary 
for others to follow this example. 

What good has it done the rail¬ 
waymen to have a left-wing 
Minister of Transport? Barbara 
Castle has carried out Mr. Wilson's 
work just as well as any Tight - 
winger’ and where have all the NUR- 
sponsored MPs been all this time? 
The real struggle is taking place 
outside Parliament and will not be 
won by MPs, but by the railwaymen 
themselves.

I T APPEARS that the new pny agree¬ 
ment covering over 3,000 jotiroiliiti 
on national newspapers if likely to be 
'dung out " by ihc TUC wage veiling 
committee, Whiht the TUt 'hatchet 
committee' docs not meet until July 9, 
George Woodcock has written to Jim 
Bradley, General Secretary of the NUJ, 
implying that a £3 IDs, increase on haaic 
rates is ‘a bit much'. 

The settlement is an endeavour to 
push up the wage* of journal tots who are 
earning less than the increased minimum 
which will got up to £3B a week for 
London journalist* and £29 for those in 
Manchester. 

On Ihc face of it NUJ haste rates 
appear fabulously high but the NUJ 
believe that a £31) Fleet Street journalist 
would regard himself as, being ‘tow paid 1 
compared with professional workers in 
similar jobs. 

The pay dispute, affecting 150,000 
workers in general printing and pro¬ 
vincial newspapers, is no nearer solution 
The printing unions arc claiming a 10s 
per week increase purely on the basis of 
the rise in the cost of living, the 
employers want to include productivity. 
The employers have also stated that they 
will not entertain cost of living sliding 
scale arrangement in their next long 
term contract. 

In October the Newspaper Proprietors 
Association (NPA) agreement terminates, 
which involves printworkers in Fleet 
Street One can imagine the type of 
offer the NPA will make, particularly 
when they know they will have the 
backing of the TUC and the Government. 

If prin(workers want to advance at 
all they will have to fight, their attitude 
at the moment is one of criminal inefif 
ferenee* the employers are politely but 
firmly using them to get out of their own 
self created economic difficulties. 
Closures are taking place as regular as

Tokyo Anarchists 
Resist Vletnom War 


We have received from a corres¬ 
pondent this report of the prosecution 
of ten anarchists In Japan, hut we have

S A RESULT of anti-Vietnam war 
activity, ten anarchist# have appeared 
before a Tokyo court 
Last autumn some anarchist groups 
set up the Direct Action Committee 
against the War in Vietnam. Its object 
was, before all else, to combat Japan’s 
collaboration in this war. 

Officially, the Japanese Government 
does not actively collaborate with the 
American forces in Vietnam. However, 
one of the causes of the prosperity of ihc 
Japanese economy is without doubt the 
Vietnam war Japan, the ’factory of 
Asia', is in reality a vast American supply 
base. Japanese industry manufactures not 
only uniforms and vehicles for the 
American forces* but also arms. 

On Ihc one hand the majority of the 
people of Japan want the war to end; on 
the other hand they appreciate the com¬ 


forts of prosperity, no matter on what 
base this rests. Simultaneously with 
proclaiming against ihc war they supply 
war material! to the murderers of Viet¬ 
nam, and this fact has lam strangely 
quiet, even among pacifists. The 
Direct Action Committee took aim at 
this Achilles’ heel Last October and 
November the Direct Action Committee 
forcibly entered two large armaments 
factories, one near to Tokyo and one 
near Nagoya. They distributed leaflets 
and called on the workers to stop 
producing arms. 

The police reacted with alacrity, since 
this action was a sharp rap against the 
Japanese authorities Ten anarchists 
were arrested. 

Widespread publicity was given to the 
affair over the radio and through the 
mass circulation newspapers 

From the point of view of the 
anarchist movement, ihc affair has 
demonstrated its lively existence in the 
face of authority* and has excited some 
interest in anarchism. 
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
